The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest at least: 
"... materializing a O fiinction by inserting at least one copy from each source operand to a 
target variable in the same order as said corresponding one of each said source operand; and 
predicating each of said copies by said ordered predicate guard associated with said source 
operand as best illustrated by figure 8 and in such a manner as recited in independent claims 
1, 13& 14. 

Therefore, all claims, i.e. claims 1 - 9, and 12 ~ 17 are in condition for allowance. Any 
comments considered necessary by apphcant must be submitted no later than the payment of the 
issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
